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MAINE'S WEALTH. 


The principal sources from 
which the State of Maine derives 
her wealth are lumber, fisheries, 
potatoes, apples, and hay. To 
these might bo added others of 
but slightly less productive im- 
portance, such, for example 
as their dairies, ice, quarries, 
summer residents, cattle, game, 
manufacturing industries; but the 
outputs of the staples mentioned 
are those now and in the futuro 
will be mainly depended on for 
increase of the State’s riches. 

These facts are realizod and 
fully appreciated by the leading 
wealth producers on whose con- 
dition largely depends that of all 
other business interests. With 
the exception of lumber, perhaps, 
more attention is being given and 
capital invested every succeeding 
year in the other staple, or fixed, 
sources of Maine’s wealth. 

Maine leads in the production 
of apples and potatoes, her fish- 
eries yield a large and steadily in- 
creasing income; in the Boston 
market may always be found the 
products of her forests and farms. 

Operators have discovered good 
money in these pursuite and aro 
turning their attention more gen- 
erally to them. 

Eventually apples and potatoes 
will ‘rule the roost” in the State 
of Maine. 


Woburn congratulates itself on 
its rare good fortune in securing a 
valuable relic of the illfated U.S. 
warship Maine, of which the Jour- 
NaL gave a brief notice last week. 

There were only three of her 
Ventilator Cowls to be distributed 
as presents by the Naval Depart- 
ment among the numerous appli- 
cants for them, and of these Wo- 
burn secured one; Los Angeles, 
California, one; and the Rock Is- 
land Arsenal located on an island 
in the Mississippi River between 
the city of Rock Island on the II- 
linois shore and Davenport, Iowa 
—the largest arsenal owned by the 
U. S. Government—the third. It 
was commanded by Col. Frank 
Hobbs at the time of his death 
last year.

SCARS. THAT STAY. 


They Come From Cuts. That Go Down 
to the True Skin. 

There are people who tell you that 
everything in the body is changed ey 
ery seven years and that there is no 
part of it which was there seven years 
ago. This does not mean that we 
slough the whole thing off at once, as 
a snake does its skin or a deer its ant 
but simply that the innumerable 
and tiny atoms which are used up by 
the daily wear and tear are replaced 
by fresh atoms supplied by our food 
and drink, which keeps the body going, 
just as coal and water keep the sterm 
engine at work. 

But these changes are so minute and 
gradual that the form of the body re- 
mains the same, although such things 
as sears take a long time to disappear, 
and sonretimes they remain for life, al- 
though they always lose a great deal of 
their prominence. 

You have noticed that if you cut your 
finger slightly it will soon heal up and 
the scar will soon disappear, just as the 
marks of a superficial burn will grad 
ually go away, but if the cut is deep 
the scar remains. This is because it 
went down to what is called the true 
skin. Any cuts or burns on the outer 
skin are gradu: lly pushed up and worn 
or washed off, just as the hair on the 
back of your head wears off without 
your cutting it and grows again, but | 
anything that goes down to the true 
skin, like tattoo marks, always re- 
mains.—New York Sun.

The heaviest of all the cars in a “iim-| 


ited” train fe the dining car, which fa 
ordinarily of a weight in excess of the 
other cars by 10,000 or 15,000 pounds 
Retween the car construction and the 
necessary kitchen equipment and ice 
a full size standard din 
ing car tips the scales at 140,000 pounds 
when ready to make its customary di 
vision run 

Therefore, on the principle that tn 
case of collision a passenger is safer in 
the strong, heavy coach in the center 
of a vestibuled train, the dining car is 
a good place to remain 

A sixteen section sleeping car may 
Weigh from 110,000 to 125,000 pounds 
While the buffet-library car of 
transcontinental trpe comes next 
welght at 107,000 pounds. The 
kage car, weighing 85,000 pounds, may 
be the lightest in a train, but the postal 
‘ar next to it weighs on an averare 
108,600 pounds, a reclining chair ear ts

Defined by Science. 


POINT OF MOLECULAR DEATH 


At 459.4 Degrees Below the Fahrenheit 
and 273 Decrees Below the Centi- 
grade Zero There Is No Heat, No En- 
ergy and No Motion Within Matter, 


Few people have any definite idea 
of the meaning of absolute zero 
When temperatures or degrees of heat 
fre mentioned it is natural for most 
people to think of these degrees us 
given on the household or Fahrenheit 
seale, With its freezing point at 82 de 
grees) and boiling point at 212 
The space on the lPahrenheit thermom 
eter below the freezing point of water 
is divided into thirty-two equal spaces 
down to zero. ‘The other thermome 
ter scale in common use is the cent! 
grade seale, with its boiling point at 
100 degrees and its freezing point at 
zero. The zero points on these two 
scales are not the zero of absolute 
temperature or absolute zero, but are 
only two relative points.

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A NEW PLAN. 


A few days ago the Massachu 
setts Real Estate Exchange chose 
a committee of three of his lead- 
ing members to visit Mayor Fitz- 
gerald of Boston and enlist his in- 
terest and secure his support ofa 
Bill to be introduced in the Legis- 
lature to establish a Metropolitan 
Council as the first step towards 
building a Greater Boston, The 
Mayor told the committee he 
would take the uew plan under 
advisement. 

The scheme provides for the 
division of the present Metropoli- 
tan District into six sections to 
extend from Reading on the north 
to Hingham on the south, the city 
of Boston being No. 6. Number 
2 in this proposed District organ- 
ization inoludes Woburn, Everett, 
Malden, Melrose, Stoneham, 
Wakefield, Lynnfield and Read- 
ing. Boston is to have 3 mem- 
bers of the Council and the other 
Divisions one each. 

Among its many changes the 
Bill provides for the abolishment 
of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission and the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewerage Boards. 

The now plan for a Greater 
Boston is complicated and looks 
better as a map than in cold type.

Peptod Between 1857 and 1861

MISCELLANEOUS 


Before 1857 lamp posts for lighting 
the sireets with gas had been put up in 
Woburn, aod the people then com 
plained that the light was shut off too 
early for their convenience. The ex 
cuse then made waa that of economy 
This, as was intimated then, and as all 
believe now, was short sighted policy 

We should remember also that the 
fire engines of that day were hand tubs, 
manned by large companies, and 
worked by a system of breaks, where 
many haods caught hold and pumped 
vigorously # stream of water, obtained 
from «a brook, a pond, or a reservoir 
(a species of large cistern) upon a coo

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‘AN AWFUL SHIPWREOK. 


At 2.30 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing, April 15, 1912, the White 
Star steamship Titanio, the largest 
in the world, built at a cost of 
$10,000,000, on her maiden trip 
from Liverpool to New York, 
crashed into an ioeberg on the 
const of Newfoundland and in less 
than four hours went down with 
1500 of the 2200 persons on 
board of her. About 700 women 
and children were rescued from 
the lifeboats and rafts of the Ti- 
tanio and taken to New York by 
the Cunard Liner Carpathia. 
Othor Liners hastened to the rea- 
cue of those on board the wrecked 
ship, but were too lute to afford 
relief. 

The Titanie went down exactly 
where she plunged into the ice- 
berg. 

Some Boston people were lost. 

P.S. Latest reports show that 
1312 persons went to the bottom 
of the sea when the Titanic sank 
on the coast of Newfoundland, 
and only 886 saved.

The Cooperative Bank. 


/ A.D. 1912 is the 25th anniversary 
year of the organisation of the Woburn 
Cooperative Bank, one of the most 
solid floancial institutions in this Com- 
monwealth, the usefulness of which 
during the last quarter of wa century 
has been thoroughly tried and not found 
wanting. 

At the annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Bank held oo Thursday, 
April 1, instant, the following officers 
were elected for the current year: 

President, James Skinner; Vice- 
Presideut, William F. Davis; Direct 
ors, Guorge Buchanan, John C. Buck, 
Edward Caldwell, J. Foster Deland, 
Arthur H. Lioscott, Joho Maloney, 
James F. McGrath, Lawrence Reade, 
James Skinoer, William F. Davis, J. 
Henry Parker, Fred J. Brown, Williaw 
A. Prior, Arthur E. Gage, Fravk W. 
Greydoo, Herbert B. Dow; Auditors, 
Marcellus Littlefield, Carl Jaquith, 
Redmond E. Walsh. 

At the meeting of the Directors, 
Arthur E. Gage was elected Secretary 
and Treasurer, »nd the Security Com- 
mittee, appointed by the President, 
Frank W. Greydon, J. Heury Parker 
and Fred J. Brown, confirmed. 

In addition to the regular semian- 
nual report of the Treasurer aud Sec- 
retary, Arthur E. Gage, Esq., Prosi- 
dent James Skinner, in token of the 
Baok’s birthday anniversary, gave ap 
interesting and valuable sketch of ite 
origin, career, and present finaneianl 
standing which commanded close atten- 
tion of the people at the meeting. 

Mr. Skinner, ite first and only Pres- 
ident, said, among other things: 

It was organized under the auspices 
of the Board of Trade, February 10, 
1887; chartered February 21 of the 
same year and began business on the 
evening of March 10, 1887. On the 
evening of this latter date a public 
meeting was held in Lyceum Hall. At 
that meeting Lieut. Gov. Bracket and 
Mr. D. Eldridge explained to those 
present the system of cooperative bank- 
ing. Seven huodred and fifty shares 
of the bank were sold, realising the 
sum of $750 00, which was sold at 
public auction at # premium of five 
cents a share, With this $750 00 cup 
ital, the bank commenced business. It 
has now a capital of $589,927 78. It 
has pwid dividends for twenty five 
years to its shareholders, averaging for 
this entire period six per cent, per 
apoum.

Great regret will be felt in Montreal 
at the death of the Rev. W. S. Barnes, 
pastor emeritus of the Church of the 
Messiah, which occurred last evening 
}at 687 Grosvenor avenue. Dr. Barnes 
had been in failing health for some 
time, suffering from asthma aud pneu 
monia, Yeaterday hia condition be- 
came worse and he passed away about 
half past seven. 

Born in Boston io 1841, Dr, 
came to Montreal in 1879 and com 
meoced hie work an pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah, then situate 
on Baavor Hall bill. It was to Decem 
ber, 1905, that tarewell services were 
preached in this church, when the pres 
eot place of worship on Sherbrooke 
atreet was about to be erected Dr 
Barves preached a memorable sermon 
on the last Sunday evening that the 
old church waa used in which ho said: 
‘*T have tried to help you feel that this 
is a house of God and to raise your 
thoughts above the materialism of the 
day into the fellowship of the living 
God. I have tried to make our ser 
vices so fraternal that whbever came 
tous should flod their own faith re 
spected and our own interpreted in the 
spirit of love.” 

The honorary degree of L. L, D. 
was conferred on him in 1909 by 
MeGill University, the resolution of 
the corporation stating that the reasons 
were ‘*his attuinments in arte and let 
ters, his active interest in the diffusion 
of culture, and his devoted services to 
all that concerns the apiritual life of 
the community.” It was io the sume 
year that the Rev. F. R. Griffio was 
appointed pastor of the church, and 
Dr. Barves was made pastor emeritus 
alter thirty years’ service. He con 
tioued to preach oceasionally and on 
New Year's Day of the present year 
took the full service at the ehurch. 
This was the last time that he was able 
to apeak to the congregation aud since 
that day he has been confined to the 
house. 

That Dr. Barnes worthily fulfilled 
hia mission will be testified to by all 
who heard his elequent and thoughtful 
discourses, which have done so much 
io revealing the inner meaning of life 
and helping men to solve its problems 
By his own life and teachings Dr. 
Baroes hus exercised a great ivfluence 
for good. The ideal of gentleness and 
courtesy io all his associations, be was 
of w modest and unassuming disposi 
tion, with a lovableness of character 
which endeared him not only to his im 
mediate congregation, but to many 
others who sought his counsel. 

He is survived by a widow, two sous 
aod a daughter. Mrs. G. M. Edwards 
His elder son, Professor H. ‘T. Barnes, 
is direetor of the Physics Building at 
McGill University, and Mr. Wilfred 
M. Barnes is Priocipal of the Bornes 
School of Art. 

The funeral service will take place 
at bis son's residence, 637 Grosvenor 
avenue, Westmount, at!0 30 tomorrow 
(Friday) morning. In keeping with 
Mr. Barnes’ expressed wish, there will 
only be a house service. A commem 
orative address by Rev. Mr. Griffio 
will form part of the morning servier

Dr. John M, Harlow, long the Dean 
of the medical profession of Woburn in 
age and experience, settled in practice 
in Woburn in November, 1861 (see 
hia advertisement in Woburn Budget, 
for Nov 8, 1861.) In early life he be 
came a member of the teaching profes 
sion, and began the study of medicine 
in 1840. He studied, among other 
places at the Philadelphia School of 
Anatomy, and was graduated from the 
Jefferson Medical Oollege in Philadel- 
phia in 1844 ie began bia practice 
at the town of Cavendish, Vermont, 
where he remained for fifteen years, 
when ill health oecasioned « temporary 
retirement. His next field of practice 
was Woburn, where until his death, 
on May 13, 1907, at the age of 87, he 
was a continual resident, and engaged, 
uotil very vearly the end of his life, in 
a constant round of very extensive and 
profitable practice, respected and con 
ferred with by everybody. His pro- 
feased school was nominally the Allo 
pathic, but his broad sympathies and 
intelligence caused him to treat liberally 
physicians of all sects or achools. 

During the Civil War he made medi- 
cal examination ot recruits for the Wo- 
buro quotas, and at times whole com- 
pauies were sent to his house. The 
great need for nen caused fewer to be 
thrown out for slight imperfections than 
now, in less critical times, 

Just before his first appearance iu 
Woburn, Dr. Harlow had acquired a 
world-wide aod lasting reputation for a 
case, under his treatment, of recovery of 
& young mau, who had experienced the 
uncommon event of av iron bar, from 
the result of a blasting explosion, pass- 
ing entirely through bis skull The 
young man was engaged io drilling a 
hole in a rock in Vermont, when a pre- 
mature explosion of the blast, drove 
the iroa implement completely through 
his head and high into the air. Very 
few would have survived such an acci- 
dent, and the victim would naturally 
have died on the spot, and such events 
would be classed among the immedinte 
fatalities, but not soin this case: par- 
ticularly wheo the iron missile was 
three feet seven ioches in length, but 
fortunately for him, round and compar 
atively smooth by use. After being 
hurt, the poor victim was carried some 
distance in ao ox-cart. but got out of 
the cart bimself with slight assistance 
and later walked up a long flight of 
stairs, with the belp of his physician, 
and got upon the bed in the room 
where he was placed. The man had a 
remarkable constitution, and was par 
ticularly culm. He spoke and told 
where the iron had entered the hole io 
his cheek, to which he pointed, and 
said be hoped he was not much hurt. 
Che iron, however, had passed through 
the brain, but the patient 
reasonably comfortable, with «a mind 
very clear. After lingering for some 
time between life and death, he gradu- 
ally improved under treatment and re- 
covered, and became an extensive 
traveller about the countries of North 
and South America, and died, at last, 
in Sao Francisoo, twelve years and six 
months after his accident. 

The punctured skull and the crow- 
bar which penetrated it, are now on 
exhibition the Warren Museum of 
the Harvard Medical School in Boston.

HIS TRIPOLI! HARBOR FEAT. 


The Recapture and Destruction of the 
Philadelphia In the Midst of a Hostile 
Fleet Were Called by Nelson “the 
Most Daring Act of the Age.” 


Stephen Decatur, the pride of the 
early American tavy, entered the serv- 
fee when the naval spirit was at its 
lowest ebb.

Government's Biggest Business

Economy and Gfficiency In Administra- | 


tion Under Hitchcock Make Cheaper 


Postage Rates Imminent — Policies 
Should Be Continued. 


In thorough accord with the policy 
of economy and efficiency of the Taft 
adioinistration, Postmaster 
Frank H, Hitchcock bas put an end to 
the annual deficit in the postoftice de 
partment and made possible the serious 
consideration of further reforms and 
improvements, not the least important 
of which is the imminent possibility 
of penny postage. Many other reforms 
that have the support of President 
Taft will be inaugurated this year. 
Another term of the Taft administra- 
tion would place this $240,000,000 bust- 
ness institution completely on a busi- 
ness basis 

At the beginning of the present ad- 
ministration the postal service was in 
arrears to the extent of $17,479,770.47, 
which was decidedly the largest deficit 
on record, Last year the revenues ex- 
ceeded the expenditures by $219,118.12. 

The wiping out of the deficit has 
been accomplished without any cur- 
tailment of facilities, On the con- 
trary, there have been established 3,744 
new postoffices, delivery by 
has been provided in 186 additional 
eities, and 2,516 new rural routes, ag- 
gregating 60,679 miles, have been au- 
thorized. Meanwhile the force of pos- 
tal employees has been increased by 


more than 8,000, and last year the to-

CAUSE OF TART 


Bureau of Mines Marks Greal 
Step Forward. 


SAVES HUNDREDS OF LIVES. 


Discovery of Danger of Coal Dust Im- 
portant— Handling of Explosives 
Made Safer —Government's Experi- 
mental Coal Mine. 


The saying of many lives annually— 
the lives of miners throughout the 
United States—will be one of the splen 
did results that will follow the estab 
lishment of the bureau of mines, one 
of the great achlevements In the Inter- 
est of labor of the administration of 
President Taft. 

The excessive and 


unnecessary loss 


of life in the mines of this country 
was one of @ie primary causes for the 
ereation of this bureau, For years 


hundreds of miners were killed in mine 
disasters, and practically nothing was 
done to check the terrible loss of Ife. 

Spurred on by President Taft, an 
act creating the bureau of mines was 
passed by congress and became effec- 
tive on July 1, 1910. John A. Holmes 
of the United States geological survey 
was appointed as the first director. 
Mr. Holmes was reputed and certified 
to be the best trained man for the 
place obtainable in the United States. 
The chief experimental station was es 
tablished at Pittsburgh, where the In 
vestigations of the problems intrusted 
to the bureau have been prosecuted so 
successfully for nearly two years. 

In the year 1907, the most disastrous 
of all years In the American coal mines, 
3,125 miners lost thelr Ives. This rep- 
resented 4.86 of men killed for every 
1,000 employed. Ia coal mines In Eu 
rope less than two miners are killed 
out of every 1,000 employed. As a re- 
sult of the work conducted by the bu- 
reau of mines and the wise use of an 
appropriation of $150,000 made by con- 
gress, the death rate has been already 
reduced to practically one-half what ft 
was In 1907. 

One of the notable achievements of 
the bureau of mines was the demon- 
stration of the fact that coal dust In 
a bituminous mine ts more dangerous 
ind deadly than gas. It had been the 
bellef heretofore that gas or fire damp 
was the greatest menace to the min- 
ers, and little attention was given to 
the accumulation of coal dust. The 
bureau of mines proved to the satis- 
faction of the miners as well as opera- 
tors that coal dust would explode and, 
unlike fire damp, carried no warning 
with It. 
wet, as recommended by the bureau 
of mines, was found to reduce ma- 
terlally the chances of explosion of coal 
dust. 

The number of deaths in the mines 
has been greatly reduced as a result 
of the testing of explosives under the 
direction of the bureau of mines. In 
the year 1908 the coal mines In the Unit- 
ed States used 2,000,000 pounds of 
short flame explosives, and at present 
hearly seven tiines that quantity is be 
ing used with greater safety, due to 
the co-operation of the coal operators 
and the bureau of mines. 

The establishment of an experimen 
tal coal mine at Brucetown, Pa., 
twelve miles from Pittsburgh, is still 
another notable achievement of the 
bureau of mines. It places the United 
States in advance of other nations with 
respect to this research and experi- 
mental work in mines, Numerous tests 
ure made at this experimental mine, 
from which many excellent results are 
obtained. 

Still another important work which 
is conducted under the auspices of the 
bureau of mines is the rescue of en- 
tombed miners, Since the creation of 
the bureau many hundreds of lives 
have been saved. At the big mining 
disaster in Ohio one of the rescue corps 
of the bureau of mines arrived at the 
scene thirty-two hours after the disas- 
ter. Three men were rescued who had 
been given up as dead and allowed to 
remain in the mine. At another time 
one man was found alive among 150 
dead, and today he is the sole survivor 
of that terrible catastrophe due to the 
splendid work of the rescue corps. 

Before the bureau of mines was 
made possible by the interest of Pres- 
ident Taft, which was followed by the 
necessary legislation for its establish- 
ment, there was no organized effort in 
saving the lives of entombed miners. 
Time and again inen have sacrificed 
their lives in vain attempts to rescue 
their companions. This unnecessary 
sucrifice of life has been stopped by 
the co-operation of the state authori 
es with the federal rescuers attached 
to the bureau of mines. An investiga- 
tion of the fuel resources of the Unit- 
ed States ts also belng made with a 
View of cheeking the waste and in- 
ereasing the efficiency with which fuel 
ts used, This latter phase of the work 
{sn purt of the practical conservation 
policy of the Taft adinintistration.

CHENICALS IN WOOD. 


Why Timber Cut In Winter Is Better 
Than That Cut In Summer. 

Timber cut in spring and in summer 
js not so durable as that cut in winter 
The durability depends not only upon 
the greater or less density, but also 
upon the presence of certain chemical 
constituents in the wood. 

Thus a large proportion of resinous 
matter increnses the durability, while 
the presence of easily soluble carbohy- 
drates diminishes it considerably. 

During the growing season the wood 
of contains sulphuric acid and 
potassium, both of which are solvents 
of carbohydrates, starch, 
gums. They are known to soften also 
the ligneous tissue to a considerable 
degree.

During the summer months the wood} 


of living trees contains eight times as 
much sulphuric acid and five times as 
much potassium as it does during the 
winter months. The presence of these 
two chemical substances during the 
growing season constitutes the chief 
factor in dissolving the natural preserv 
natives within the wood and in prepar- 
ing the wood for the different kinds 
of wood destroying fungi.—Scientitic 
American,

When a one legged man buys a shoe 
the dealer sends to the factory for a 
shoe to match the one left remaining 
In these days of the use of machinery 
in every process of their manufacture 
shoes are made with the utmost exact- 
ness and precision, and it is easily pos- 
sible to mate that remaining shoe with 
the greatest nicety in size, style, ma 
terial and finish.

Why soln f see among the tmduruers 
out my rival, Harding! | knew that 
In his heart he was rejoicing, though 
he had assumed a funereal expression 
quite worthy of the occasion, I drew 
back into my carriage.

To give av idea of what a brave man 
tan do if be knows fencing thoroughly 
und but keaps cool and collected tn 
danger we will relate a historical duel. 
So extraordinary ts this combat that it 
would be held a romance bad it not 
been withneswed by a whole army. The 
hero is Jean Louls, one of the grent 
masters of the sword of the beginning 


of last century, und the duel happened 
in Madrid in 1813. He was the master 
fit urms of the Thirty-second regiment 
of French infantry. The First regi 
ment, composed entirely of Itallans, 
formed part of the same brigade 

Regimental esprit de corps and rival- 
ries of nationality caused constant 
quarrels, when swords were often 
Whipped out or bullets exchanged 
After a small battle between the two 
factions of the brigade had occurred in 
the streets of Madrid, in which over 
200 French and Itallan soldiers had 
tuken part, the officers of the two regi 
ments, in a council of war assembled, 
decided to give such breaches of order 
au great blow and to re-establish disci- 
pline. They declared that the masters 
at arms of the two regiments Involved 
should take up the quarrel and fight It 
out.

OUR WORLD AS A MOON. 


Fine Display a Full Earth Would Give 
to the Selenites. 

Were we transported to the planet 
Venus a pecullur set of views could 
be obtained of our earth, enabling us 
to see ourselves, to some extent at 
least, as others see us. Venus io about 
the same size as the eanh, is some 
What closer to the sun and has more 
etinosphere than the earth, When 
the earth and Venus are nearest to- 
ether they nre, of course, on the same 
wide of the sun, and in consequence of 
this the earth does not see more than 
a very small part of Venus tlluminat- 
ed, but Venus, on the other hand, sees 
all of one side of the earth flluminat 
ed and Is therefore uble to claim she 
has something that takes the place of 
fn moon, for the earth to Venus at this 
time looks very large and bright, al- 
most as much so as our moon does 
to us. 

If we could see all the illuminated 
surface of Venus on these occasions 
we should have quite a distinet sec- 
ond moon. When we do see all of her 
illuminated surface she Is on the op- 
posite side of the sun from us and 
consequently at an enormous distance, 
yet she is so brilliant as to prevent us 
from seeing her surface distinctly. 

But to our own moon we appear tn 
the best light as a moon. A full earth 
as seen from the moon, according to 
‘Todd and other astronomers, is a very 
inspiring sizht. It can at once be 
seen why this Is necessarily true. The 
earth is several times larger than the 
moon aud would appeur in the heay- 
ens us a disk ubout fourteen times the 
size of the moon It would probably 
shine with a varlible light, due to the 
shifting clouds of the earth, though 
the light Is, of course, reflected from 
the sun, und the reflection is due In 
part to the upper surfaces of the 
clouds 

The outlines of the continents of the 
earth appear very clearly to the moon 
as if they were formed in papier 
mache on a globe. Citles of compar- 
atively large size could be made out 
with ense in cnse observers were there 
to make them out. The Intensity of 
the reflected earth light would be as 
much us fourteen moons and would 
enible the Selenites, If such there 
were, to read or work In comparative

ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS 


A few words fo conclusion, 1 wish 
to express my thanks to the many 
(riends who have expressed their pleas 
ure personally to me recalling incidents 
in my articles which had a more or leas 
close connection with events in their 
own lives and which have recalled a 
host of reminiacences. Much interest 
ing matter has been recited to me of 
events in connection with deep snow- 
atorma, of incidenta connected with 
persons who existed in former timea, 
and who, except for the interest caused 
by reciting their names anew, would 
have been forgotten. But I must close 
somebow. One has asked meit I re- 
membered the most shocking burning 
of the body of Asa Holt, a man aged 
fifty-four, and whose death occurred 
later than the beginning of the Civil 
War, or, namely, on Dee. 18, 1861 
Thia was one of those many accidents 
from the use of that dangerous article 
called burning fluid, and occurred in a 
building, called a workshop, situated 
in a solitary place on Beach Street. At 
it was an event of unusual importance 
at that time 1 will give a brief account 
of it. 

Saturday morning, Dee. 18, 1861, 
the body of Mr. Asa Holt was found 
in his workshop on Beach Street in a 
shocking coodition, being burned liter 
ally from head to foot. A coroner's 
inquest reported a verdict, which meant 
practically, ** Death by burning, cause 
unkvown.”’ Someone bad seen a light 
in bis shop a8 late as about 20 minutes 
to nine, when Holt was about ready to 
start tor his home [on Salem Street, 
opposite the Cemetery Gate ] It was 
supposed that he took up a fluid lamp 
to light his pipe, but the tube of the 
lamp did not closely fit, and in tipping 
up the lamp for that purpose, the liquid 
was spilled on his clothes and speedily 
caught fire. ‘The poor victim, in his 
agony, fled outdoors aod rushed for the 
nearby woods, pulliog off his clothing 
ashe ran. Firat, bis coat, and then 
his vest: all of which articles, with the 
remaining pieces, were found literally 
burned or toro off. Lo the woods he 
rolled upon the ground, where a portion 
of the grass was found burned. A 
piece of his skin was found, probably 
torn off in his efforts to put out the 
flames. He then returned to the shop 
aod gathering some leaves together for 
a pillow, laid down and died in great 
agouy. He lived for some time after 
the accident, it is rupposed, aud was 
found dead the next morning by a per 
son, seeking his services, io order to 
get some work done. None of the 
flames were inhaled. The shop was in 
disorder and a window was broken, 
which led some to consider the event 
of a mysterious character. This was 
taken, by some to signify the evidence 
of a frautic struggle—which it certainly 
was—bucit is to be doubted whether 
the poor man had avy malicious ene- 
ties. He was poor and, in a sense, 
rather peculiar. ‘The worst said of 
thie case was that he had been in the 
habit of bathing his body io this fluid, 
but this we very much doubt. Buro 
ing tluid was dangerous enough, of it 
self, ug we bave seen in many in- 
stances mentioned in these articles 
He was probably careless in lighting 
his pipe with a fluid lamp, and the re- 
sult was as we have related. 
a wife and several 
his loss. 

These burning accidents are certain- 
ly a warniog to us, to beware of fire. 
There are today, in certain trades in 
Woburo, boiling processes, in which 
great caution should be used, as we see 
how fearfully damaging to the buman 
body are the results of being burned 
"Tis not very likely now, since such 
dangerous articles as ‘burning fluid” 
have gone out of fashion, that anyone 
would be so foolish #8 to light # pipe 
with a fluid lamp, and with such disas 
trous results, a8 we have seen in the 
case of Holt, but are there not in mod- 
ero times, explosive materials equally 
injurious used in the trades, for ex- 
ample, gasolene and others? I have 
noticed that in # great number of buro

alone at the time of their injury 


Would it not be better to undertake the 
dangerous handling of material likely 
to suddealy catch fire, when others are 
present in the vicinity, and not when 
alone, like Asa Holt, and many others

OUR MOST HYBRID WORD. 


“Remacadamizing” Can Boast of Hav- 
ing Five Language Parents. 

The most hybrid word In the English 
language, according to Professor A. I. 
Chamberlain of Clarke university, 
writing In the Popular Scieace Month 
ly, Is “remacadamizing.” Professor 
Clarke points out that this word Is de- 
rived from five languages—Latin, Gae- 
lic, Hebrew, Greek and English. He 
resolves it into its factors as follows: 

First.—Re, a Latin prefix, signifying 
& repetition or doing over again. 

Second.—Mac, n Gaelle word for son, 
in common use as a prefix for genea- 
logical purposes, 

Third.—Adam, the representative In 
many European languages of the He- 
brew name of the first man, according 
to the Mosaic account of the creation 
ns given In the book of Genesis. 

Fourth.—Iz (or ize), the modern Eng- 
lish representative, through the French, 
Iser of the Greek verbal terminal {zeln. 

Fifth.—Ing, the English suffix of the 
participle present, verbal noun, ete. 

The root of this word, “macadam,” 
illustrates In another way the vitality 
of our English speech and its ability 
to draw new words Into Its vocabulary 
whenever the need arises. The term 
“macadam"” is really the family name 
of the man, John Macadam, who In 
1819 devised the now common method 
of paving roads with small broken 
stones, etc. Celtle and Semitic had al- 
rendy combined to produce macadam, 
meaning “son of Adam,” which the 
English language then took up and 
further molded to sult its genlus. 

There are many such hybrids, but 
this Is probably the worst.

Chained Books. 

The books produced ip the early cen- 
turles of the middle ages were of re- 
markable beauty inwardly and _ out- 
wardly. Religious manuscripts were 
enriched by illustrations within, while 
their covers were of silver, gold or 
enamel incrusted with gems, They 
were bestowed as splendid gifts by 
bishops and princes on monastic houses 
and churches, where they were laid on 
the altar or chained to a desk. Such 
chained books were named “catenatt.” 
A rough outer covering protected them. 
This was of dark skin or sealskin and 
later of chrevotin, a kind of leather, or 
sundal, a coarse silk. Such coverings 
were also called “‘chemlses,” as a “che- 
mise” of sandalwood. These precious 
books were also placed in caskets, in 
shrines, or “capsoe.” In Ireland they 
were laid In satchels, otherwise named 
“popaires,” or “tlagha ubur,” the Celtic 
bookbinding possessing a peculiar beau- 
ty of its own.--New York Herald. 


Big Money In Lectures. 
No explorer before or since has ap- 


proached the harvest that Henry M. 
Stanley reaped, says a writer In the 


New York Sun, and no man of letters, 
soldier or scholar has had such a single 
lecture tour as Stanley’s greatest. In 
something like ten cities he recelved 
2,000 for his first appearance. For the 
first night in another group of cities he 
received $1,000 and in = still another 
group $500. Traveling Ina special car, 
upon which he lived In most places, 
and accompanied by four or five guests, 
he ended the tour with $68,000 clear of 
all expenses. For that first night in 
New York a charity paid Stanley's 
agent $5,000, and the receipts from the 
lecture were $14,763. On the other 
hand, Alexander Graham Bell used to 
lecture for $25 a night in schoolhouses, 
ond the struggling Inventor was glad 
enough of the fee.

Ttudy For a Minute a Painting With a 
Number of Figures and Objects In It 
and Then Endeavor to Describe It 
and the Result May Surprise You, 


“Seeing is belleving” is an old say- 
ing which is In a fair way to lose its 
force. Modern psychology is proving 
by experiments that people do not see 
even a fraction of the things they con- 
fidently believe they see. 

The picture test was first demon- 
strated in America at Clark university 
by the ploneer in this tleld, Professor 
William Stern of the University of 
Breslau. At this time two unusually 
intelligent children, a boy and a girl 
In the upper grammar grades of the 
Worcester schools, were shown sep- 
arately for the period of a minute a 
colored picture entitled the “Bauer- 
stube,"” giving the interior of a Ger- 
man peasant’'s home. Among other 
details is seen a table at which a man 
and a boy are seated, while a woman 
is standing, 

The man has removed his coat, and 
hia bright red vest is clearly exposed 
to view. The boy is sitting on a bench, 
his bare feet not quite touching the 
floor, The woman wears a_ brilliant 
red skirt, over which is a blue-green 


apron. She has a yellow shawl over 
her shoulders 
Near by is a cradle of the same 


striking blue-green os the apron. At 
the rear of the room fs a bed, and over 
it hang three pictures, These pictures 
depict landscapes, and In one is a 
long avenue of trees. At the foot of 
the bed is a window through which 
nothing is visible except a branch of a 
tree. Near the window is a clock with 
the pendulum swung to one side. The 
hands point to exactly half past 12 
All of the details of the picture are ex- 
tremely clear, 

The children examined by Stern had 
an opportunity in the minute allowed 
for the examination of the picture to 
study it in some detail. They knew 
that they were to be tested immed!- 
ately on what they bad seen. Had 
not the audience that witnessed the 
demonstration been able to follow the 
details of the testimony by means of 
au reproduction of the pleture thrown 
by a lantern on a screen at the back 
of the children they would have been 
impressed with the remarkable clear- 
ness and apparent accuracy of the 
testimony, particularly with reference 
to a certain cupboard which bo.h tes- 
tified stood near the bed, 

This cupboard was described ml- 
nutely with substantial agreement as 
to the details. The fiction of the cup- 
board was developed by a few sug- 
gestive questions ingeniously put, such 
as the following: “Is there a cup- 
board in the room?” (The reply was 
“Yes.") “Where fis it?’ “How many 
drawers does it have?” 

Professor Colvin of the University of 
Ilinols, writing in the Independent, 
says that he has carried on the same 
experiment with a score of subjects, 
both adults and children, and has not 
found one who could give a complete- 
ly accurate description of what he 
had seen, even in the direct testimony, 
while under the influence of the ques- 
tions the witnesses have all shown 
extensive falsification in one or more 
particulars. 

Scarcely two witnesses have agreed 
as to the time of the clock; some have 
not observed that it was going (a fact 
cleurly indicated by the position of 
the pendulum); several have described 
the shoes of the boy in detail (he Is 
barefooted); four have seen the cup- 
board; several have sald that the lawn 
Is visible through the window and 
have embellished it with fountain and 
shrubs; some have seen a road wind- 
ing beyond the lawn and lined with 
an avenue of trees, taken bodily from 
one of the pictures on the wall; a non- 
existent tablecloth has been described 
as torn; the woman's apron has been 
given all the colors of the rainbow, 
but seldom the right one; the sleeves 
of the man's coat, nowhere visible, 
have been described as worn at the 
edges; the brilllant red waistcoat has 
generally been overlooked, But, most 
remarkable of all, the entire twenty 
witnesses hive taken their oaths that 
the cradle is not blue, but a red or a 
reddish brown, 

The results of this picture test are 
all the more remarkable when we re- 
member that the witnesses in this ex- 
periment are ty a much more advan 
tageous position for giving an accu 
rate report than are the witnesses of 
ordinary events. In trials In court the 
Witness Is ordinarily called upon to re- 
late what has occurred only after a 
considerable lapse of time. Mean- 
while he Is subjected to various ques- 
tions, often by Interested persons. He 
talks about the occurrence with nelgh- 
bors and friends, and then he Is placed 
on the witness stand with the injune- 
tion to tell “the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth.” Under 


such circumstances the wonder Is that | 


there Is nny resemblance between the 
testimony and the actual facts.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. v, 1-12, 
Memory Verses, 2-6—Golden Text, 
Matt. v, 8—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The lesson today and portion 
from Luke vi suggested to read 
with this and which will be our lesson 
next week somewhat like the 
same discourse; but, while the subject 
inatter is similar, the words were spo 
ken on two different occasions. This 
Is seen by comparing Matt. v, 1, and 
Luke vi, 17. In the former we read 
that “He went up into a mountain and 
when He was set His disciples came 
unto Him,” and in the latter, “He came 
down with them and stood in the 
plain.” Both John the Baptist and Je 
tus bad been preaching, “Repent, for 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand" 
(Matt. ili, 2; iv, 17), and Jesus had been 
through all Galilee preaching the gos- 
pel of the kingdom and healing all 
manner of sickness and disease (iy, 23). 
In Matt. v to vil we have the principles 
of the kingdom which was then at 
hand, which was postponed because 
they rejected it and Him (Luke xix, 11, 
12), but which He will set up on the 
earth at His coming again in glory. 
The teaching of these chapters does 
not set before us a life to be lived to 
procure salvation, but a life that can 
be lived only by saved people, for it is 
written, “His disciples came unto Him, 
and He opened His mouth and taught 
them (verses 1, 2), so that those who 
kay that this sermon suits them and is 
gospel enough for them do not know 
what they are saying, for His first ut- 
terance condemns all pride and self 
sufliciency, just as the first of the Ten 
Commandments lays all low in the dust 
and brings in the whole world guilty 
before God (Rom. iil, 19). There is a 
wonderful analogy between these beat- 
itudes of our lesson and the petitions 
of the prayer in chapter vi, 9-13, com 
monly known as the Lord's Prayer, 
more correctly the disciples’ prayer, an 
epitome of all true prayer. Only such 
as are saved, who have become chil- 
dren of God by receiving Jesus Christ 
as their Saviour (John i, 12), can truly 
say “Our Father who art in heaven.” 
John vill, 44, applies to all others. Only 
the poor in spirit can say “hallowed 
be Thy name,” for all others prefer to 
magnify their own name. All who 
mourn because of the Bridegroom's ab- 
sence and sigh and ery because of the 
abominations they cannot remove 
(Matt. ix, 14, 15; Ezek. ix, 4-6) do pray, 
“Thy kingdom come,” and, being meek 
enough to obey without asking why, 
they can heartily say, “Thy will be 
done in earth as it is in heaven.” That 
will be the kingdom, and nothing less 
than that will suffice. These first three 
petitions refer to His name, His king- 
dom and His will and suggest to us the 
Father, the Son, who will subdue all 
things to Himself and then deliver up 
the kingdom to the Father (I Cor. xv, 
24), und the Spirit, by whom alone the 
will of God can be wrought in us or on 
the earth. The other four petitions 
concern us, as also do the beatitudes, 
because of our relation to God. The 
hungering and thirsting after right- 
eousness corresponds with “Give us 
this day our daily bread."”) The merci- 
ful are those who have been forgiven 
much and are always ready to forgive 
others.

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LEGAL SEALS IN JAPAN. 


Every Person Must Have One Which 
the Government Registers. 

Japanese senis (han) are of wood, 
stone or metal, with signs engraved on 
the face. They are used In addition to 
f signature to represent an individual, 
a legal person or a corporation, The 
seals of the emperor are distinguished 
as privy and state seals. They are 
each three inches square. 

The state seal is used mostly upon 
documents relating to foreign coun 
tries. The privy seals are stamped on 
imperial rescripts, issued for proclama 
tions at home. 

Japanese law requires that each in 
fividual should send in an impression 
of his seal as a specimen (called jfitsu- 
In) to have it registered and kept in a 
government office (district office of a 
city, town or village) that ft may rep 
resent himself in a deed. 

The material employed to make these 
seals consists of various kinds of pre 
clous stones, gold, silver, ete. Those 
mostly in use at the present day are of 
agate, rock erystal, ivory, rhinoceros 
or buffalo horn, shell, marbles or of 
cherry wood or boxwood, and recently 
india rubber has come tn use. 

The ink used for stamping Is called 
niku. It Is generally of vermilion red. 
The cheapest kind of seals are made 
of boxwood and sold at 5 cents aplece. 
Most seals are oval in shape, but some 
are round and others square. They 
rarely exceed one-half inch in diame- 
ter.—Orlental Review. 


It Is a Valuable Antiseptic and Can Be 
Employed In Other Ways. 

One of the most powerful bleaching 
agents employed in various trades is 
peroxide of hydrogen, also known as 
hydrogen dioxide and oxygenated wa 
ter, The natural color in ostrich 
plumes is removed by it, and it will 
also bleach a great number of other 
things, such as bones, ivory, silver, 
wood, silk, cotton and hair. It can be 
used to restore the color to old oil 
paintings which have become darkened 
by age. 

Peroxide is a valuable antiseptic and 
will also destroy objectionable micro- 
organisms in water. It can even be 
used to cure indigestion, but for this 
purpose as well as for other medicinal 
uses it must be diluted. A drop of 
pure peroxide is strong enough to raise 
a white blister on the skin. 

Minute quantities of peroxide of hy- 
drogen are found in the air, in rain 
water and in snow, and it is some- 
times found in the juices of certain 
plants. The liquid is produced on a 
large scale by the action of acids on 
peroxide of sodium. The solution may 
be concentrated by allowing the water 
to freeze out, by passing dry air 
through it or by evaporation in a va- 
cuum over sulphuric acid.—New York 
Sun, 

Brother Jonathan, 

The origin of the term “Brother Jona- 
than” wus as follows: When General 
Washington went to Massachusetts to 
organize the army he found a great 
lack of ammunition and of other nec- 
essary means for the conduct of the 
war, and at one time it seemed quite 
impossible to arrange things properly. 
Jonathan Trumbull was then governor 
of the state of Connecticut, and the 
general, who placed complete rellance 
on his excellency’s judgment, said, “We 
must consult Brother Jonathan.” He 
did so, with the satisfactory result that 
the governor was successful in supply- 
ing many of the pressing wants of the 
army, and thenceforth, whenever dif- 
ficulties arose and the army spread 
over the country, “We must consult 
Brother Jonathan" became a common 
saying until it passed into a nickname 
for the whole country.

Tle sees the deliv- 
ery by the pitcher, the preparation and 
sawing of the batter, the ball dashing 
away, the rush, grasp and recovery of 
the infielder, the race of the runner 
down the line, the cateh of the base 
man and is ready to dispute with the 
umpire whether the ball arrived a 
tenth of a second before or a tenth of 
n second after the runner 

Third.—Sustained suspense, An Eng 
lsh student of American affairs, en 
deavoring to make his countrymen un- 
derstand the hold of the game, stated 
that if they would imagine the most 
jutense moment in the fifth set of a 
tennis match being played for the 
championship of the world they might 
get an idea of the intensity of Interest 
that pertains to a ball game at almost 
any time in any one of the nine tn- 
nings.

Burning Celluloid. 

Burning cellulold is one of the most 
dificult and dangerous kinds of flre to 
Xtinguish, An investigation by Dr. 
Panzer of Vienna has shown that, 
while the substance does not ignite 
spontaneously, decomposition contin- 
ues after the flames of a plece of burn- 
ing celluloid are extinguished and does 
not cease even when the material ts 
plunged into u vessel of carbonic acid 
or steam, Oxygen from the air not be- 
Ing necessary for decompusition, water 
and ordinary chemical extinguishers 
have little effect on celluloid fires, De- 
composition takes place at tempera- 
tures between 220 degrees and 365 de- 
grees F., and may be started by an 
open flame or even a hot stove. When 
slowly heated the celluloid first softens, 
then blisters and finally decomposes 
suddenly, sometimes bursting into 
flame. The products are gases, Uquids 
and carbon. The white fumes from 
combustion form an explosive mixture 
with alr, and the colorless gases con- 
talu poisonous carbon monoxide and 
nitrogen oxides, As these gases, ex- 
plosive and irrespirable, are intensely 
hot, moreover, it is almost impossible 
for firemen to get near a celluloid blaze 
in a buligias

Forged Postage Stamps. 

Bad money and spurious banknotes 
ure as common as sparrows, but forg: 
ed postuge stamps ure seldom heard 
of. The most glaring case of stamp 
forgery in Grent Britain occurred tn 
1872 nnd 1873, nnd Its origin has never 
been discovered. In those days the 
minimum rate for telegraphic mes 
sages wis 1 shilling, and the stamps 
that were forged were all for such 
amount, euch belng passed through 
the Stock Exchange telegraphic office 
One of the principal reasons against 
postuge stamp forgery is the keenness 
of philatelists. The vigilance of the 
collector would speedily bring to light 
the existence of any faulty stamps 
Of the many thousands of varieties of 
stamps Issued, only about 100 are 
known to have been forged, and these 
specimens have usually been skillfully 
faked more with the object of trap 
ping the collector than robbing the 
postal authorities.—London Standard

No female ts allowed to enter the 
place, as the presence of women is sup 
posed to be conducive to the appear- 
ance of demons, who would certainly 
bring disaster to the sword's mission 
Irayer Is offered before the work be 
gins, and various religious rites must 
be performed before any one of the 
swords can be declared to have been 
well and truly made

the polishing and sharpening of the 
swords is the offering of them one by 
one to the sword god to be blessed 
The weapon is placed tn front of the 
kakemona on the wall, with an offering 


of suki, rice and sweetmeats, after 
} which prayer scrolls are read and a 
blessing upon the work is invoked,

COOKING VEGETABLES. 


Use Uncovered Utensils Except For 
Dried Beans or Peas. 

Two mistakes are commonly made 
in preparing vegetables for the table: 

The first of these Is the practice of 
keeping the vessel tightly covered dur 
{ng the entire process of cooking. This 
Is done usually with an idea of pre 
venting the dissemination of unpleas 
ant odors through the house. But the 
effect of it is directly the opposite. The 
odors confined within the vessel grow 
instead more rank with the chemical | 
changes that take place, and when the | 
vessel Is opened occasionally, as. it 
be, these extremely disagreeable 
odors escape. this, the vege 
tables themselves are made less di 
gestible when cooked in this way, with 
the exception of dried beans or dried 
peas 

The second mistake commonly made 
is that of cooking vegetables too long 
Instead of being made more tender by 
prolonged cooking many vegetables are 
made unpalatable and indigestible, | 
Cabbage, for instance, If cooked the | 
right length of time, is pleasing of | 
flavor und for most persons entirely | 
digestible, but if long it 
causes indigestion and loses its favor,

As to literal poverty, we know the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ—that, 
though Ife was rich, yet for our sakes 
Ife became poor, that we through His

poverty might be rich (II Cor, vill, 9), 
and as we think of the Bethlehem 
manger, the Nazareth home and the 


hanger and thirst and homelessness of 
His life ofttimes in His publie ministry 
we may perhaps imagine something of 
ordinary poverty, but who can tell the 
full meaning of the emptying, the 
nervice, the humility and obedience of 
Phil. il, 7, 8 R. V.? The literally 
rich are often poor in spirit, meek and 
lowly at heart, while the literal poor 
are often proud and self centered, We 
must always remember that the Lord 
looketh on the heart and trieth the 
heart (I Sam. xvi, 7; Jer. xvil, 10). 
The “woe unto you when all men shall 
speak well of you" of verse 25 seems 
not to be a very popular verse in some 
quarters, for even preachers and evan- 
gelists have been known to hold back 
the truth on certain great toples so as 
to have the approval of men, a very 
prominent worker having recently said 
publicly that he aimed never to hurt 
the feelings of his fellow ministers 
IIow very different from Him who 
said, “I do always those things that 
please the Father,” and also from the 
apostle whose principle “not 
pleasing men, but God, who trieth our

“Poverty asd Riches,’ Luke abounds | 
in records of rich men, as in xii, 16;

Riches 
sometimes make it difficult for the 
owners to enter the kingdom, and yet 
Zaccheus, who was rich, did enter 
Sometimes the gifts of the rich did not 
count as much in His sight as the gifts 
of the poor.

BLUE LAWS OF OLD 
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Codes That Terrorized New Eng- 
land In Colonial Days. 


ENACTED BY THE PURITANS. 


Witchoraft Was an Offense Punishable 
With Death, and It Was a Crime For 
Husband and Wife or Mother and 
Child to Kiss on the Sabbath Day. 


Blue laws were no Joke, though often 
an object of irony and derision. They 
were drawn up by Puritan ploneers— 
a race of stern and inflexible men who 
in the excess of their religious zeal and 
enthusiasm adopted such sanctimonious 
names as Stand-last-on-High Stringer, 
Kill-Sin Smith, More Fruit Fowler, 
Might-the-Good-Fight Fowler, 

It may be well to say here that each 
of these names cited was actually giv- 
en to and borne by a man, and names 
of the sume sort are to be found in the 
records of New England, says Him 
mans In his “Blue Laws of Connect- 
feut.” 

These men went straight to the old 
Mosaic law of Holy Writ for their 
code, In fact, ench section of the capital 
laws has its Bible text appended—a 
grewsome combination of sermon and 
death warrant, 

The original blue 
written of New Haven, Connecticut 
colony, at the first more or less un 
written, or at lenst unprinted, but sys 
tematized and printed by Governor 
Baton in 1656. They were enveloped 
in blue colored paper, whence the popu- 
lar and subsequently unpopular name. 

The Plymouth and Massachusetts 
colonies also had their blue laws, cal- 
culated to send a chill through every 
human vein. Even New York, Mary- 
land, Virginia and South Carolina—inp 
fact, all the English colonial settle- 
ments in seventeenth century America 
—had orders and resolutions of 
more or less pronounced tint, 
But the true blue laws was 
that which terrorized early Connectl 
cut. These, known as capital laws and 
purporting to punish, according to the 
penalties prescribed in the Old ‘Testa 
ment, those offenses forbidden therein, 
were enacted in April, 1642, The texts 
of Scripture on which they are based 
were added to euch law, as dicta pro- 
bantia, showing the divine authority 
by which they were defending, and are 
singular specimens of jurisprudence. 

For instance, witeheraft is one of the 
first offenses taken up. It is enacted 
that “if a man or womun witch 
or hath consulted with a famillar spirit 
they shall be put to death.” And “if 
any man steal t man or mankind or 
selleth him or he be found in his band] 
he shall be put to death.” 

Yet the good colonists made slaves 
of the Pequot Indians as the regulation 
punishment for breaking these same 
blue laws. 

The Puritan 1 slutors, having dis 
posed of the ordinary everyday crimes 
went on in due enact the] 
more minute liws, covering every con 
celyuble misdemeanor, from sneezing 
in chureh to crossing a stream other 
Wise than by the licensed ferry, 

It reminds one of De Quincey’s front 
eal observations to the effect that the 
habit of murder if persisted in may} 
lead insensibly to procrastination and 
Sabbath breaking, 

The following examples, transcribed | 
literally from the best authorities on 
American colonial history, relate most 
ly to the beinous crime of Sabbath 
breaking: 

“No one shall run on the Sabbath day 
or walk in his garden or elsewhere ex 
cept reyerently to and from meeting, 

“No shall travel, victuals 
Inike beds, sweep house, hair or 
shave on the Sabbath day, 

“No woman shall her child 
the Sabbath or fasting day. 

“The Sabbath shall begin at sunset 
on Saturday. 

“If any man 
wife Kiss her husband on the Lord's 
day the party in fault shall be pun 
ished at the discretion of the court of 
miigistrates.”

BIRTH OF A WING. 


Evolution of the Dragon Fly From Its 
Ugly Aquatic Pupa, 

A wonderful spectacle {is presented 
by the sudden apparition of an insect’s 
wing at the completion of its meta 
morphosis., The transformation of the 
“grub into the butterfly, though fami! 
lar, Is none the less amazing, but the 
evolution of the active and gossamer 
Winged dragon fly from its ugly and 
sluggish aquatic pupa is still more im 
pressive. 

Early on a May morning the pupa 
emerges from {ts cocoon at the bottom 
of a ditch, swims on its back by pad 
dling with its long haired paws to the 
stem of an aquatic plant and climbs up 
out of the water. Then, after a mo- 
mentary pause, the skin suddenly 
bursts open, and the perfect Insect ap 
pears with closely folded wings, which 


soon Unfold and assume their final | 
form. 
The older naturalists believed that 


the insect “swallowed air,” with which 
the wings were inflated. In reality the 
air is absorbed in the digestive organs, 


causing an inereased blood pressure, 
which mechanically expands the 
wings. The presence of dew is also 
necessary; hence the first flight is al 


ways made at dawn. 
This spectacle of the birth of a wing 
may be observed in dragon flies reared 


in an aquirium, the atmosphere of 
which should be moltstened with an 
atomizer when the pupa rises to the 
surface.—Scientifie American, 


Fishes and Memory. 

The fact that fishes will return time 
after time to bite at the hook by which 
they have been caught is often cited 
as proof that fish have no memories 
But Yves Delage, the great French bi 


ologist, has been making some expri 
ments which seem to prove the con- 


trary. He says that fish return to the 
hook because their greediness is great.

after being cuught seven or eight tinees. 
If you change the color of the disk the 
fish will return indefinitely.

WORK OF EARTHWORMS. 


These Humble Burrowers Are Great 
Aids to the Farmer. 

The humble earthworm is 
man's best friends. The farmer and 
the gardener could not spare him, Dr 
J. Newton Friend tells about him inp 
Science Progress. From Dr. Friend's 
observations {t appears that worms 
neraite the soil in a variety of ways. 

In burrowing through the soil the 
worms render {t more porous and per 
meable to gases, not merely by virtue 
of the air spaces formed, but by rea 
son of the fact that the soil fs thus 
continually kept in gentle motion 
Again, the soll passing through the 
bodies of worms ts excreted in a finer 
condition, being ground by attrition 
through the intestines. Darwin esti- 
mated that no fewer than fifteen tons 
of soil annually pass through the bod- 
jes of worms for every acre.

Walker of Burlington for the 
highly important position of Com- 
missioner of the State Animal In- 
dustry Department and sent his 
namo to the Counoil for contirm- 
ation. A more judicious or pop- 
ular appointment oould not have 
been made. 

Mr. Walker was Chief of the 
State Cattle Bureau, to which he 
was first appointed, at the solicita- 
tion of the agricultural and dairy 
intereste of the Commonwealth, 
by Governor Eben S. Draper, 
and has since served, faithfully 
and intelligently, succeeding State 
administrations by reappointments 
to the present time. 

Mr. Walker is 4 successful op- 
erative farmer and dairyman and 
the author of the new Department 
which he saw the necessity for 
when first appointed Chief of the 
Cattle Bureau.

(1) When the raindrops average one 
millimeter in dinmeter, violet, light

RE-ELECTION SEEMS SURE 


Legislature is Curtailing Its Appro 
priation to Reduce State Tax— 
Likely to Keep it Down to 
Last Year's Figures. 


The unusual contest in Massachu- 
setts over the delegates to the Re- 
publican national convention at Chi- 
cago seemed to develop some = an- 
tagonism to the leaders of the party, 
among whom is included Senator 
Crane, In the heat of the canvass 
miny things were said which should 
have been left unsaid and a disposi- 
tion was shown to oppose the re-elec- 
tion of Mr. Crane to the Senate, (5-20) 
After the primaries, however, this 
feeling apparently died away and bet- 
ter counsels prevailed, Observers at 
Washington were greatly surprised at 
this manifestation of feeling against 
a senator who has been such an in- 
defatigable worker for the interests 
of Massachusetts. They declare that 
no senator from any state has a high- 
er standing at the national capitol 
than our own junior senator, Winthrop 
Murry Crane, and that his power as 
a promotor of the well being of this 
state can hardly be overestimated. 
ver since his election to the Senate 
he has been unsparing of his strength 
and his abilities in the service of his 
constituents and of the country. In 
all the great measures which have 
come before the Senate for considera- 
tion he has been a leader and his 
counsels have always been marked by 
wisdom based on the ripe experience 
of kis public and private career. 
Thoughtful men in Massachusetts 
believe there was never a time in the 
history of the Commonwealth when 
the services of a man like Senator 
Crane were so needed at Washington 
at the present moment. They 
look with a great deal of concern upon 
the present situation in which an at- 
tempt seems to be making all over 
the country to retire to private life 
publie men who have given years of 
unselfish, faithful service to the pub- 
lic and to put in their places men of 
little or no experience in public af- 
fairs, It is considered fortunate by 
thoughtful men thar no such move: | 
ment seems to have any possibility 
of here.

Signal tire telegraphing, with its very 
limited scope of information contained, 
seelus to buve been about the only 
mevus of communicating quickly across 
distances until relatively modern thines, 

It was not until the days of the 
Freneb revolution that any tmuterial 
Improvement over the beacon bre tele 
graph developed. Three brothers named 
Chappe devised the semnphore tele- 
graph. This system got into active op- 
eration in 1794, and the Orst real mes- 
sage ever spelled out and telegraphed 
across country was In that sear, and 
the text was as follows: 

“Conde ts taken from the Austrians.” 

The same day the national conven- 
tion, sitting in Paris, sent back the fol- 
lowing reply to the army: 

“The army of the north deserves the 
gratitude of the country.” 

The semaphore operators attained a 
speed of three letters a minute in fine 
weather, with an avernge of one a 
ininute over long distance.

Indeed, muny gems and even 
phenacite and rock erystul often 
pussed in former days as diamonds 
even under the serutiny of experts 
such exnet tests as refraction und 
specific gravity being unknown until 
compuratively recent yeurs. 

No imitation of the diamond, how 
ever, is so brilllant us a skillfully cut 
piece of the kind of lead glass known 


in the trade as “paste.” The play of 
color in these counterfeits js often 
very beautiful, but the gluss “dia 
mond” possesses po luster, this term 
being applied to the light reflected 
from the top surfaces of a gem, ‘The 
flashes of light und color that give 


brillianey come fromm the Interlor, be 
ing thrown from the rear surfaces of 
the stone.

JAGGED CAPE RACE 


One of the North Atlantic Traps 
That Mariners Dread. 


ROCKY, FOGGY AND DEADLY. 


Thie Gray, Grim Menace to Vessele 
That Come Within Reach of Its Ice- 
bergs, Gales and Wild Currents Is 
One of the Graveyards of the Ocean. 


In Harper's Magazine George Hard- 
ing describes Cape Race, that menac- 
ing point of Newfoundland that is a 
terror to the mariners of the north 
Atlantic const: 

Every great trade route of the world 
has In season some peculiar danger to 
navigation which brings disaster to 
vessels plying its lanes. In the north 
Atlaatic, for ships bound east and west 
over the busy northern route, the par- 
ticular menace is Cape Race. In this 
neighborhood there Is an extraordinary 
conjunction of perils. Fog, icebergs, 
submerged rocks, northeasterly gales, 
a sheer shore and singularly treacher- 
ous current create a large possibility 
of catastrophe. 

Cape Race is a bluff, jagged bit of 
coast scarcely provided with strand, 
and a multitude of submerged rocks 
fre scattered from the breaking water 
at the foot of the cliffs as far to sea 
as the Virgin rocks, which outlle nine- 
ty miles. The polar current, “which 
runs like a river’ past the gray cape, 
is so variable in the direction of its 
flow that It may race southwest at 
one time and flow northeast at anoth- 
er. In the spring and early summer— 
and often as late as the fall of the 
year—Icebergs come down with the 
current and lie sluggishly off the coast, 
hidden from the sharpest eyes of the 
ships’ lookouts in the dense accumula- 
tions of fog. 

It is the fog, almost continuously 
ralsed by contact of the polar current 
with the warm waters of the gulf 
stream, which for centuries has made 
fn menace of this cape of evil name. 
There is little relief from it. It is so 
continuously present, indeed, that the 
cape foghorn is frequently blown for 
hundreds of hours at a stretch. * * * 

The route of the transatlantic lines 
from American ports runs past a hun- 
dred miles to sea, and it is the vessels 
that go astray in the fogs off the beat- 
en track which come to grief and give 
the coast its grewsome name. In a 
single month an Atlantic liner, crowd- 
ed with passengers, and four tramp 
steamers were totally wrecked with- 
in twenty miles of one another. And 
once ashore a craft has small chance. 
The stupendous cliffs, with deep water 
to their jagged edges and exposed to 
the swells of the open ocean, have al- 
lowed but one vessel of the seventy 
that have been wrecked there in the 
past twenty years to be retloated. 

The craft on the rocks is furiously 
pounded to pieces by the first heavy 
sea, * * * The Regulus, a tramp steam- 
er of near 2.000 tons, utterly vanished 
with the whole ship's company be- 
tween dark and dawn, leaving her pro- 
pelled fixed in the cliffs twenty feet 
above sea level, where it remains to 
this day. - 

Steamers have gone so close to the 
cliffs in the fog that the fishermen on 
the heads, unable to even discern an 
outline of the blind craft, have clearly 
heard that panic on the bridge when 
the captain reversed the engine room 
signals and in the same breath ordered 
the lifeboats manned. After that they 
have listened to the churning of the 
screw, to the orders from the bridge 
and to the gradual departure of the 
vessel from her dangerous position, 

Once, at A point beyond range of the 
fog whistle, a fisherman heard from the 
fog not only the orders to reverse the 
engines and man the lifeboats, but a 
loud command to one of the officers to 
guard the liquor. Vessels often slip 
past in the mist, themselves unseen, 
their presence, peril and escape from 
disaster told only by voices coming 
mufiied from the obscurity at sea. 
Sometimes skippers send boats ashore 
to inquire the way, but often they go 
by in care free ignorance without the 
faintest notion that they have escaped 
catastrophe by the miracle of a hair's 
breadth. 

“T heard a feller go by today,” said a 
fisherman of Chance cove. “I allowed 
he'd fetch up on Fish reef by the sound 
of his course and waited to see, but he 
skipped her, and a close skim too!” 

It is a coast to beware of. The bet- 
ter it is known the more it is feared. 
The skipper of a New York-St. John's 
liner, for a moment at a loss for a 
reckoning In the fog, took no chances, 
but Instantly turned tail and headed 
for the open sea, where he lay for six 
days waiting for the fog to lift. 

It Is no wonder the deep sea skipper 
shakes in his sea boots when the fog 
captures him in a treacherous current 
off that coast. Some of the rusted 
hulls of his forerunners in predicament 
serve as landmarks for off shore fisher- 
men, and on the wind swept barren of 
the heads, in graves marked by cross- 
es raised by kindly hands and snugly 
stowed away for good and all in the 
little graveyards of the settlements, lie 
the bones of hundreds of men who 
have been cast up by the sea.

MONSTER ICEBERGS. 


One Five Miles In Length Grounded at 
Cape Race In 1884. 

The first glimpse of icebergs is 
likely to bring disappointment to one 
who has feasted his imagination upon 
descriptions of their ponderous bulk 
and imperturbable demeanor. The glis- 
tening white, marble-like blocks dot- 
ting the blue expanse to the horizon 
seem too small to be guilty of the dis- 
asters charged against them. They do 
not seem capable of causing the ship- 
wrecks and suffering that lie at the 
bottom of the universal homage paid 
them by the mariner. 

As one approaches them they gain in 
grandeur end impressiveness. They 
range from 50 to 300 feet in height, 
and one that rose above the water to 
an elevation of 830 feet has been re 
corded. They vary in Jength and 
breadth, bergs a mile long and a quar- 
ter to a half mile wide being not un- 
common, IJt is reported that one which 
was five miles in length ran aground 
in 1884 on Cape Race, and persons from 
the headlands of St. John’s saw one 
three miles in length pass that point 
in 1898. One nearly tive miles long 
was seen off the coast of Labrador in 
1905, and in April, 1892, observers in 
the neighborhood of Notre Dame bay, 
on the northeast coast of Newfound- 
land, saw one which is said to have 
been nine miles long and more than 
half a mile in width and 200 feet high. 
A similar one is reported to have been 
passed by the steamer Portia off Cape 
Fogo, Newfoundland, five years Inter. 

Curious characteristics are seen 
sometimes when approaching an ice- 
berg in the neighborhood of the gulf 
stream. Tt will be bearded with icicles 
formed from the dripping of the mon- 
ster itself, and occasionally a cataract 
Will be seen pouring from its crest 
into the sea, the source of which is a 
small lake formed on the top by the 
sun's rays and fog.—New York ‘Trib- 
une,

The tople of today's lesson Is “Truth 
fulness,” but from the first and last 
Scripture selections It would seem to 
be a warning against swearing or, tak 
ing the three passages, a lesson on the 
control of the tongue. The essential 
thing Is a right relation to God, who Is 
the God of truth (Isa. Ixv, 16), whose 
throne {is heaven, [His footstool the 
earth and Jerusalem His speelal city, 
the city of the great King. That title 
makes us think of Mal. 4, 12-14, where 
He complains of the deceit of His peo- 
ple in bringing Him offerings they 
would not bring to an earthly ruler, and 
he said, “Il am a great King, * * * 
und my name ts dreadful among the 
nations.” In Mal, fl, 1, 2, He said that 
there would be a curse if they did not 
Iny it to henrt to give glory to His 
unme, Sometimes men are so honored 
by others that it Is sald of such a one. 
“That man's word {ts as good as his 
bond.” How much more should the 
word of God suflice as the firmest pus 
sidble foundat!»n on which to rest 
“Forever, O Lord, thy word ts settled 
in heaven.” “Hath He said and shall 
fle not do it?” “The Lord of Hosts 
hath sworn, saying, Surely as I have 
thought so shall it come to pass, and 
us | Lave purposed so shall it stand” 
(Ps. exix, 89; Num, xxill, 19; Isa. 
xiv, 24). The more we meditate upon 
{lim and upon such words concerning 
film the more we shall become like 
Him in word and deed. Beholding as 
in a glass the glory of the Lord, we 
shall be changed into the same Imaye 
from glory to glory as by the Spirit of 
the Lord (11 Cor. iff, 18) and thus be 
more manifestly children of our Father 
who is in heaven.

James’ 
reat point in chapter ii is that a mere

Rules That Will Help an Amateur te 
Read the Riddles. 

Writing in cipher, where letters ot 
figures or characters, grotesque or oth 
erwise, are used to form the words 
While it may look formidable to the 
uninitinted ts really not diffleult te 
solve if one will tackle It with care 
and patience 

The proper way to set about reading 
an unknown eipher is to find the letter 
or figure that occurs oftenest. This Is 
sure to be as “eis by far the com 
monest letter in the language, The 
second commonest is “t," and if you 
find a three letter or three figure batch 
often of which the last is “e” and the 
first “t’ the middle letter or figure ts 
sure to stand for “hh. Any letter or 
figure standing alone must, on cleat 
rensoning, be “I or “o" or “a. 

The second commonest three letter 
word in a message of any length ts 
sure to be “and,” which gives you three 
more letters for addition to the alpha 
bet. 

Remembering that the commonest 
doubles are “ee.” “oo” and “ff (in the 
order given) and the commonest twe 
letter words are “he,” “by,” “or,” “as,' 
“at and “an” (in the order given), @ 
person should be able to solve almost 
any cipher message. 


FORCED HIM TO SING. 


An Occasion When Abell Made Up Hie 
Mind In a Hurry. 

It is probable that on no occasion has 
any other musician had to practice his 
art under more disagreeable circum- 
stances than that In which Abell, a 
singer of the seventeenth century, once 
found himself.

Fata Morgana. 

The kind of mirage known as fata 
morgana is seen across straits or lakes 
in southern Europe and shows in calm 
weather such Images in the air as those 
of towns, castles and palaces. On the 
Lake of Geneva it is sometimes seen 
on fine afternoons of spring or sulm- 
mer, IF. A. Forel, the well known 
Swiss investigator, has been giving 
some attention to the curious appari- 
tions and concludes that they are due 
to a pecullar distribution of tempera 
ture in the air over the water, In the 
morning, the air being cooler than the 
lake, the opposite bank seems to be 
depressed, exaggerating the earth's ro 
tundity, and late in the afternoon, the 
air having become hotter than the wa 
ter's surface, the opposite bank ap 
parently rises above the true horizon 
and the earth's circumference is en 
larged. For a few moments only, at 
the change from one condition to the 
other, the fata morgana may be seen. 


HINDU JUSTICE. 


The Case of the Cat That Carried the 
Fire to the Cotton. 

Four Hindus, partners to business, 
bought some cotton bales. That the 
rats might not destroy the cotton they 
purchased a cat.

One «afternoon in the year 1622 a 
crowd of boys playing In the Dam lost 
n ball in the canal that in those days 
skirted one side of the square. One of 
the lads, while climbing in among the 
piles on which the building stood, 
found instead of his ball a boat moored 
in a dark corner and loaded with boxes 
of gunpowder. This showed clearly 
enough, what was afterward ascer- 
trained with certainty, the intention of 
the Spanish conspirators to blow up the 
Stock Exchange while It was crowd 
ed, agit wus every day, with the lend- 
ing cltizens of the city. 

The boy who stumbled upon the gun- 
powder at once burried to the town au- 
thorities with his news. The boatlond 
of explosives was quietly sunk in the 
eanal and the Spanish plot thus frus- 
trated, 

When the burgesses asked the boy 
what reward he desired for the service 
le had rendered the town be replied 
that so long us there was u stock ex- 
change in Amsterdam the boys of the 
town would like to be permitted to 
make the floor of the exchange their 
plaoyground during a certain part of the 
The request was granted, aud so 
York Sun.

Wherever Russia has a fight on hand 
there bobs up promptly to do her bid 
ding the Cossack, This right arm of 
the ezar has not the best of reputa- 
tions. Illustrated papers picture him a 
savage scurecrow mounted on a wiry 
looking animal, and his chief oecupa 
tion is apparently the knifing and 
knouting of harmless people. Yet he 
comes of good stock 

Once upon a time there drifted into 
southwest Russia a tribe of runaways 


who called themselves ‘“Kossaki,’ 
which is Tartar for free men, free 
Warriors or guardians. Seemingly 


they lived up to the name, They pro 
tected from the Tartars the peoples in 
the countries which they originally had 
fled from and saved thousands of Rus 
sian women and children from slavery 
in Turkey. Growing in numbers and 
importance, these self appointed guard 
jan angels became everywhere feared 
and respected, Their military services 
especially were in request. Any nation 
could command their help if its cause 
appealed to the Kossaki code of honor 

The tribe had gradually resolved it 
self into two classes—the village Ios 
saki, who lived in their own settle 
ments all over southern Russia, 
the inhabitants of the “Setch beyond 
the rapids.”

There was given forth, very 
faintly, the alphabet as he had repeat 
ed it.

ered through the cutting of a finger, It 
Was Edison's finger, though, that was 
eut. Smith's or Brown's might have 
been quite hacked off and no phono 
graph would have resulted.

The Secret of the Color In One of 
Turner's Pictures, 

The late Mr. Horsley, R. A., has re 
corded that at one time he studied al 
most daily one of Turner's finest water 
colors, called “The Snowdon Range,” 
admiring especially the tender warmth 
of the light clouds encircling the moon 
He tried all sorts of glasses to see if he 
could discover how the particular glow 
was gained, but without success 

Chance revealed the secret. The pic 
ture began to buckle from its mount, 
and its owner, Sir Seymour Haden, 
put it into the hands of a noted expert 
to be remounted, When he had sue 
cessfully removed It from its old mount 
the expert sent for the owner to show 
him what he had discovered. A’ circle 
of orange vermilion had been plastered 
on the back with an ivory palette knife 
where the artist wanted the effect and 
then worked off sutliciently far througl 
the pores of the previously wetted pa 
per to give the show of color, while re 
taining the smooth surface, without a 
trace of workmanship on the right side 

This may have led Mr. Horsley him 
self to use, as he did, brilliant orange 
as the foundation for a white muslin 
dress.

MEERSCHAUM MINING. 


The Pits at Nevatau Have Been Worked 
For Twenty Centuries. 
Meerschaum mines at Nemlau have 
been worked for 2,000 years, it is claim 
ed, and the process is quite simple, The 
mines, which at one time reached from 
Kuhe to Mibalitch, on the sea of Mur 
mora, are concentrated around the city 
of Eski-Shehr and give employment to 

some 5,000 miners, 

The mines are worked in the most 
primitive manner by a foreman and 
two to five workmen with picks, ‘The 
depths of the pits vary greatly and de 
pend upon the depth at whieh a red 
dish brown earth is met, which is the 
first Indication of the existence of mag 
hesite. 

Sometimes this red earth is found 
only a few yards beneath the surface, 
but erdinarily at a depth of twenty 
yards, often forty and even sixty. In 
this layer of red earth meerschaum fs 
found, disseminnted in nuggets of ir 
regular shape, ‘The size of these rarely 
exceeds twelve to sixteen cubic inches, 
The greater part are of the size of a 
walnut. No explosives are used, the 
ground being soft. 

Almost the entire output of this arti 
cle is exported to Vienna and thence 
distributed to the various European 
countries and to the United States, the 
latter buying only the finest selections 


Well and Truly Laid, 


The laying of the British royal table | 


is attended with considerable ceremo- 
ny. lirst come the “upholsterers,” 
whose duty it is to see that the table 
is in its proper place and in good con 
dition to bear its precious burden of 
gold and silver plate. The welght of 
the famous Flaxinan service designed 
for George IV. is so tremendous as to 
justify fully this preeaution, The up 
holsterers give place to the “table 
deckers,” who arrange the snowy na 
pery worked with the royal arms and 
the plainly folded serviettes. Fanciful 
shapes are inndmissible on the royal 
table. This accomplished, there enter 
the “yeomen of the silver pantry,” 
whose task it is to place the silver in 
position, The “deckers” then arrange 
the flowers, after which the royal ta 
ble is considered “well and truly laid.” 


The Deep Sea Lead. 

In order to find a ship's position 
when approaching the land in a fox 
soundings are taken with the “deep sea 
lead.” This lead weighs twenty-eight 
pounds and is attached to a line which 
is murked off in fathoms by bunting of 
various colors, pieces of leather and 
knots. Bored in the base of the lead 
is a hole about two inches deep, and 
this is filled with tallow, so that the 
gravel or shells at the bottom will ad 
here to it, and the nature of the bed 
may be thus ascertained. When the 
lead is thrown overboard the water's 
depth is noted on the line, and this and 
the adherence to the tallow when com- 
pared with the description given on 
the chart will give the ship's position 
with tolerable accuracy.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES, 


Text of the Lesson, Luke vi, 39-49. 
Memory Verses, 47-49—Golden Text 
Jas. i, 22—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This seems to be our last study for 
the present from the sermons on the 
mount and on the plain and reminds 
us of one of our Lord's sayings on the 
night of His betrayal, “If ye know 
these things, happy are ye if ye do 
them" (John xill, 17). See also His 
words in Luke vili, 21, “My mother 
and my brethren are these which hear 
the word of God and do it.” In verse 46 
of our lesson Ilis words, “Why call ye 
tine Lord, Lord, and do not the things 
Which I suy?" are very similar to 
Matt, vil, 21, “Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven, but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which ts 
In heaven.” There is no conflict be 
tween all similar sayings and such 
words as these: “Being justified freely 
by His grace.” “To him that worketh 
not, but belleveth on Him that just! 
fleth the ungodly, his faith ts counted 
for righteousness.” “By grace are ye 
saved through faith, * * * not of 
works.” “Not by works of righteous 
ness which we have done” (Rom, 1il, 
24; ly, 6; Bp. fi, 8, 0; Tit. ffl, 8). 
The former texts refer to the life and 
works of suved people as an evidence 
before men of their salvation by the 
finished work of Christ, with an awful 
warning that no mere “say so" on our 
part will suffice. There will be many 
who profess to be the Lord's, but who 
fire not sincere, not born from above, 
to whom Ile will say in that day, “I 
hever knew you; depart from me ye 
that work iniquity’ (Matt. vil, 2! Mem 
bers of churehes who are satisfied to 
be such and rest on the fact of their 
baptism in infancy or confirmation or 
standing in the chureh or the com- 
munity, but do not know the forgive 
hess of sins, having never been re 
deemed by the precious blood of Christ, 
and while in their place in church 
once na week are wholly in the world 
and Hive only for this present world, 
how feurful thelr future in the outer 
darkness, where there shall be weep 
ing aud gnashing of teeth (Matt. vill, 
12; xill, 42, 50; xxii, 13; xxiv, 51; xxv, 
30, 41). 

While this will be the doom of many, 
it is not for us to Judge any one, but 
to see to it that we ourselves are truly 
the Lord's and live to help others to 
be truly His and to let Him work in 
us to will and to do of His good pleas 
ure (verses 37, 38; Phil. il, 18). If we do 
not see clearly ourselves we cannot 
lead others, and in Matt. vil, 15, we 
are told of false prophets who out 
wardly seem to be sheep, but inwardly 
are ravening wolves, not living to help 
the sheep, but to devour them. ‘These 
are more fully deseribed in Jer, xxiii, 
14-26, as speaking a vision of their 
own heart, prophesying deceit, making 
people vain, encouraging evildoers and 
telling them that no evil would come 
upon them, perverting the words of 
the living God. Such people wanted 
to kill Jeremiah because he spoke only 
What the Lord told him (Jer, xxvi 
7-11). The word of the Lord is not 
fleceptable to the world and especially 
to the worldly part of the church, 
Which cannot endure sound doctrine 
Our Lord so taught his disciples and 
talked with His Pather about it (John 
xv, 18, 19; xvii, 14). The margin of 
lesson, verse 40, says that every dis 
ciple shall be perfected as his Master, 
and IHleb, il, 10, says that the eaptain 
of our salyation was made perfect 
through sufferings. He was always 
absolutely perfect, but as our High 
Priest, able to sympathize, He bad to 
be tried (Ileb. il, 17, 18) and to learn 
obedience by the things which He suf- 
fered (Heb. vy, 8. 9) 

According to our Lord's heart search- 
ing teaching when we think that we 
see failings in others we must re 
member that, while there may be a 
trifle wrong with the other party, the 
probability is that the greatest trouble 
is at our own end, We are not there 
fore to judge one another any more, 
but endeavor not to be a stumbling 
block in another's way (Rom, xiv, 18) 
Ambitious to be quiet and to mind 
one's own business (1 Thess. iv, 11, 
R. V., margin, and Weymouth) and so 
to ablde as branches that the vine may 
bear the desired fruit unhindered. The 
last clause of lesson, verse 45, says, 
“Of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh.” Compare Matt. xii, 
o4. “The mouth of fools poureth out 


foolishness; a wholesome tongue is 
tree of life’ (Prov, xv, 2, 4). | have

FLAG DAY. 


This is the 135th anniversary of 
the birth of the present American 
Flag, and is named ‘'Flag Day.” 
[t is not a legal holiday in Massa- 
chusetts, henoe no official notice is 
taken of it, 

Today, June 14, all over this 
fair land of ours patriotic people, 
especially G. A. R. Posts, W. R. 
C., Flag Associations, ‘Red, 
White and Blue” clubs, and others 
are engaged in the duty and pleas- 
ure of presenting the American 
Flag, the emblem of political 
Liberty, to the public schools, to 
classes in schools, individuals, and 
for use on public buildings. Such 
is the order of exercises here in 
Woburn today, if we have been 
rightly informed. In some cases 
exercises are held by the pupils 
und teachers which are generally 
well attended by interested men 
and women. 

On June 14, 1777, the Ameri 
can Congress adopted the present 
Flag of our Union which has re- 
mained unchanged from that day 
to this with the exception of plac- 
ing on it additional stars, as new 
States were admitted into the Un 
ion. It was made by Botsey Ross 
at her home on Arch street in 
Philadelphia under the direction 
of x committee of which Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Adams, and other 
distinguished statesmen, were 
members. 

Probably Mr. George Buchanan 
of this oity is the shortest link in 
the historical chain, now living, 
that connects Betsy Ross and her 
work on the Flag with the present 
time. He is 88 years old and 
when « boy his home was in Ames- 
bury, this State. It was likewise 
the home of ‘*Grandsir Ross,” a 
cousin of Betsey’s, with whom 
young} George was acquainted. 
Buchanan told the story of 
the Flag, the chief points of which 
are distinctly remembered by him, 
us he got it from Grandsir Ross. 

Grandsir Ross was proud, of 
the work of his kinswoman, but 
always insisted that less credit for 
it than she deserved was accorded 
her, She not only made the Flag 
but in planning it several of her 
suggestions were accepted by the 
Committee and adopted by Con- 
For example Betsey’s idea 
ofthe arrangement of the 13 stars.

Besides being her cousin, 
Grandsir Ross was Adjutant of a

TIPPING IS ANCIENT. 


In Shakespeare's Time It Used to Be 
Called Vailagiving. 

The word tip is of compartively mod 
ern origin, as it used to be valls, a 
shortened form of avails or profits. We 
speak now of the avalls of an estate 
or of a business transaction, A han 
dred years ago they called gratuities 
to servants or waiters vails. Dr. John 
son's dictionary, published In 1755, de 
fines vails as “money given to servants 
ais a perquisite or present rather than 
in the way of wages.” Dean Swift 
mentions a person “whose revenues 
besides vails, nmounted to £18." Shake 
speare uses the word in the same sense 
where he makes one of the fishermen 
in “Pericles” say, “But hark you, my 
friend, ‘twas we that made up this gar 
ment and there are certain condo) 
ments, certain vails.” He wanted to 
be condoled with a tip. 

The practice probably continued to 
grow after Shakespeare's time, for late 
in the eighteenth century a philan 
thropist and reformer of the period 
published a tract against indiscrim 
intite almsgiving, and denouncing the 
vails practice as demoralizing both to 
those who gave and to those who ne 
cepted the gratuities This early re 
former was Jonas Hanway (1712-1786), 
who, after writing a book of eastern 
travel, undertook to reform some of 
the sooin! vices of his day. He de 
nounced vailsgiving and practiced 
what he prenched by refusing to pay 
more than the stipulated price for re 
freshments or for any kind of service 
or to give gratuities to servants who 
received wages. But his crusade died 
with him, and vails still survive under 
the odious name of tips.—Indianapolis 
News. 


ANTS HAVE FIVE NOSES. 


The Sense of Smell Is Very Important 
to These Insects, 

In their antennae, or feelers, ants 
have five noses, each of which has Its 
own duties to perform. 

One nose tells the ant whether it is 
In its own nest or that of an enemy; 
another nose discriminates between 
odors of ants of the same species, but 
of different colonies; a third nasal or- 
gan serves the purpose of discerning 
the scent laid down by the ant’s own 
feet, so that it may be able to retrace 
the way quite easily; a fourth nose 
smells the larvae and pupae, and the 
fifth nose detects the presence of an 
enemy. 

If an ant be deprived of a certain 
nose, it will live peaceably with ene- 
mies, but if It retains its fifth nose it 
will fight the alien to the death. There 
is a difference in the functions of nose 
one and nose five, although they ap- 
pear to be somewhat alike. 

This sense of smell does not come 
till the ants are three days old. If, 
therefore, ants only twelve hours old 
are placed umong others belonging to 
different colomies, they will grow up 
quite amicably und not understand 
that they are n mixed lot, because 
they will have grown up with ideas of 
scent in accordance with their sur 
roundings. The sense of smell to them 


is as important as the sense of sight 
to human beings.

“They ean't do that with- 
out mentioning me,” sald Millet quiet 
ly, “and they've never even done that, 
fis yet.” 

To the exhibition the picture went. 
It killed everything within twenty feet 
on either side of it, You couldn't help 
looking at it. It simply knocked you 
lown and held you there. 

The crities got into u towering pas- 
sion over it. They wrote whole col 
umns about it, They exhausted the 
Isnglish language in abusing it. They 
ridiculed the committee that permit- 
ted it to be hung. They had squibs and 
gibes about it, but every time they 
spoke of it they mentioned Frank Mil- 
let. He suddenly became the best 
known artist In town. Somebody, be 
ecnuse of the stir it had made, bought 
the pieture at a good price and re 
mioved it to the seclusion of his own 
home. 

When the next exhibition came off 
Millet bad another picture ready, one 
of a very different sort and very good, 
but no better than others which he had 
exhibited before. The critics had much 
to say about it and “noted with pleas- 
ure the marked improvement” that 
Mr. Millet had made, “an evidence,” 
as they modestly put it, ‘of the value 
of criticism, even though severe, to a 
young artist.”

Train the Mind to Number Grouped 
Objects at a Glance, 

It has always formed a part of the 
professional conjurer’s education to ac 
quire the power of making instant 
mental note of many objects. A Ger 
man advocate of the theory that every 
one should cultivate some similar sys 
tem of counting has suggested that the 
ability of most persons of distinguish 
jung from three to five objects at a 
xiance may be so perfected that the 
mind will find it possible to take note 
of ut least thirty articles In the same 
length of time. This authority, Preyer, 
has declared that he can count thirty 
objects of the same kind as easily as 
other persons can count three or four 

Apart from such usefulness as this 
acquired power may impart, the meth 
od of teaching it is of Interest. The 


| test of one’s ability in counting ts ensi 


ly made by placing several small ob 
jects, such asa pins or coins, under a 
sheet of paper and then lifting the pa 
per so that one may glance at the ar 
ticles and give an immediate guess as 
to their number 
At first the eye finds it 


possible to 


distinguish only three or four objects, 
but practice soon enables the experi 
menter to manage any under ten with 


Above that number the proc 
ess becomes more difficult. Conscious 
counting is not permitted The arti- 
sles must be merely “valued.” 

To perfect oneself in this practice 
black spots, forming various geometri 
cal figures, may be made upon squares 
of white cardboard, the number being 
gradually inerensed and the positions 
altered
